But we should 
feel proud of it most because it repre¬ 
sents so largely the loyalty and affection 
of Auburn’s sons. One thinks first of 
Professor Thomas Bragg whose energy 
and wise management has directed the 
campaign for funds and supervised the 
building plans and construction. Presi¬ 
dent Thach has played, though incon- 
picuously, no inconsiderable part. And 
there are others. But behind the indi¬ 
viduals who have led, has been a host of 
contributors and helpers from among 
the alumni and former students whose 
organization has begun to be a great vital 
Jorce in college affairs. The Auburn 


Alumni Association has begun to do 
things, as the existence of The Alumnus 
and the new gymnasium show; and that 
is why we should most congratulate our¬ 
selves. 

We like to speak of red letter days— 
and there will be one in Auburn on the 
twenty-second of February, when we 
christen the new gymnasium—but the 
thing most worth rejoicing over is the 
red-bloodedness newly infused into our 
alumni society. It is just beginning to 
feel its strength; and if it continues to 
have the same wise guidance which it 
has had for the last three or four years, 
the college needs of the future will be 
more readily met.

Letters and checks from every 
part of the Union are daily adding to the 
momentum that will carry these and 
other worthy projects to completion. So 
then let us come back to Auburn for Feb¬ 
ruary twenty-second if we can and cele¬ 
brate past successes; if we cannot get the 
lime for this, a letter or telegram to the 
college will gladden the face of things 
a little. But above all we must address 
ourselves to the great work of the future. 
The college is ours because it has done 
so much for us and we must make it 
doubly ours by doing more and more 
for it as the years go by.

The 
Battallion medal will be awarded after a 
competitive drill in which each com¬ 
pany will have an entrant. 
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SENIOR CLASS PRESENTS FLAG POLE 
TO COLLEGE. 


The members of the class of 1916 have 
announced their intentions of present¬ 
ing to the college a flag pole. This gift 
will perpetuate the memory of the class 
of 1916, and will serve the college in 
the military exercises. The pole is of 
wrought iron and will be 87 feet high. 
The flag is of standard bunting and is 
19 feet long by 10 feet wide. The memb¬ 
ers of the various departments are hav¬ 
ing a part in the erection of the pole. 
The Agricultural students have made the 
excavation and are assisting in laying 
the foundation, while the Engineering 
students will have the task of erecting 
the pole. 


NEW APPARATUS FOR THE SIGNAL 
CORPS. 


Lieut. T. C. Rives has succeeded in 
getting, through the Alabama National 
Guard, some heliograph equipment 
which will be of service to the depart¬ 
ment here in connection with the work 
of the signal corps. Signals may he 
transmitted by the heliograph as far as 
80 miles and the instrument has been of 
great service in the armies and navies 
of the world. The instrument has one 
serious disadvantage in that it is entire¬ 
ly dependent upon the sunlight for oper¬ 
ation as the apparatus consists princi¬ 
pally of a series of mirrors. 


FORMAL OPENING OF HOG CHOLERA 
SERUM PLANT. 


The veterinary students and faculty 
and a few invited guests assembled in 
Langdon Hall at 2:30 on January 15th 
for the purpose of announcing the for¬ 
mal opening of the new Serum plant for 
the manufacture of Hog Cholera Serum 
for the people of Alabama. Col. Sam 
Will John, who framed the hill making 
the appropriation, and Hon. Wade Com¬ 
missioner of Agriculture made inter¬ 
esting talks on the service of the plant 
to the State and the future for agricul¬ 
ture in Alabama. Dr. Thach referred to 
the excellent service Dr. Cary had ren¬ 
dered the people of Alabama, and Dr. 
Cary spoke of the economical value of 
the serum plant to the hog raisers of the 
State. 


WITH THE BASKETBALL TEAM. 


The basketball team made a very dis¬ 
astrous road trip recently, playing at 
Marion and Montgomery and losing both 
games, 27-24, and 28-18 respectively. 
Considering the fact that the team only 
had one afternoon’s practice before mak¬

The lights on the gymnasium 
lloor have not been installed and the 
team was forced to play outdoors. How¬ 
ever inclement weather prevented the 
muchly needed practices and the team 
had to make the trip with very little 
preparation. Just to show* the improve¬ 
ment they could make, the team met 
Marion on the local campus a week later 
and defeated them 18 to 6. Auburn show¬ 
ed fairly good team work, but poor abili¬ 
ty in goal shooting. Marion has a very 
fast prep school team and an excellent 
crowd of gentlemen.

THOMAS WOOD BLANCHARD. 

Thomas Wood Blanchard, a popular 
member of the Junior class, died at his 
home, Birmingham, Ala., on Dec. 14th, 
1916. Blanchard was prominent in all 
lines of college work, and w r as a member 
of the football squad during the past 
season. He was an earnest, conscien- 
tious student with the prospect for a 
brilliant future In bemoaning his un¬ 
timely death a set of resolutions w T ere 
drawn by a committee from the Junior 
class and published in the Orange and 
Blue, the college newspaper. 


ROBERTSON RIGGS. 


Members of the Freshman class were 
shocked to learn of the untimely death 
of their fellow student, Mr. Robertson 
Riggs, of Chattanooga, Tenn. His death 
occurred during the holidays, in Balti¬ 
more where he had been sent to the 
Johns Hopkins Hospital for an opera¬ 
tion. Though he had only been in Au¬ 
burn a short time he made many friends 
and impressed all with his manners, his 
bearing and his excellent character. 


BASEBALL PROSPECTS. 


Though its a long time before the 
sound of the bat and the ball ring in the 
arrival of spring it might not be out of 
place to take stock and talk of the pros¬ 
pects for the coming season. With the 
nucleus of last year’s team, a large num- 
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her of which returned, Auburn should 
be able to present a winning team in 
baseball. 

The battery positions play an import¬ 
ant part in the success of any nine, but 
a still more important part in the success 
of a college baseball team. With Hair¬ 
ston behind the bat there is no cause 
for worry for he displayed all-Southern 
form last year despite the fact that he 
was hitting considerably below his nor¬ 
mal stride. This season he should clear¬ 
ly outclass all southern catchers. With 
Price and Milligan returned Auburn has 
her two most successful hurlers of 1915 
to start with. Price should be one of the 
leading pitchers of the South and Milli¬ 
gan showed excellent early-season form. 
If we are fortunate enough to have any 
new material for the pitching staff we 
should be well fortified and the team 
should be of Championship calibre. 

First base will probably fall to Mr. 
Ivey Griffin, late of the Marion Institute, 
and he should be the class of the South 
at the inital corner. Jenkins from Bir¬ 
mingham High School is a good hitter 
who has formerly cavorted around the 
first sack but with Griffin there he will 
probably be tried at short stop. Jenkins 
has worked in the infield at short and 
third and if he lands at short Auburn 
will have a good hitting short stop for 
the first time since George Moulton left. 
Second base will be well looked after by 
“Bull” Collins who was prominently 
mentioned for all-southern second base- 
man last year and who hit well over 
.300 last season. Third base should de¬ 
velop a lively scrap between Tanner of 
last year’s squad and Jack Wynne who 
was a member of the 1914 baseball team. 
Both of these men are exceptionally good 
hitters and the one that fails to make 
third will most probably land in the 
outfield. 

There are a number of outfield candi¬ 
dates and they can hit. DuCote from 
Spring Hill was one of the best hitters 
in prep circles last season. Steed hit 
around .290 last season at Auburn and 
should be better than ever. Either 
Wynne or Tanner should hit around 
.300. Then there is “Pete” Bonner with 
a terrific wallop and Prendergast who is 
one of the surest “fly-chasers” in the 
business. 

With these men practically known as¬ 
sets and several new men who in the 
general law of averages should appear 
for practice, Auburn can count on Dona¬ 
hue turning out a winning team and one 
that will be a strong contender for the 
championship.

This season the classes appear about 
equal in strength of football candidates 
and the various classes have selected 
competent coaches from the ’varsity 
squad of the past season. Captain Bidez 
and “Daddy” Adkins are coaching the 
Freshmen; “Lucy” Hairston and Jack 
Wynne, the Sophomores; “Bootsky” 
Prendergast and Pryor Williams, the 
Juniors, and “Kenny” Caughman and 
“Soup” Campbell, the Seniors. With the 
exception of Williams all these men play¬ 
ed on the Auburn eleven last season.
